“Five minutes until warm-up!” Coach Baker yells. 
The night of the 2005 Regional Competition has 
arrived.

SODA, or Student Organization for Developing Atti¬ 
tudes, is a mentor program in which high school 
students visit the elementary school monthly. To 
qualify, students must be in the tenth, eleventh, or 
twelfth grade and receive upper academic marks in 
school. After an application process, students un¬ 
dergo a training session in which they learn how to 
deal with different situations that may occur during a 
visit and how to motivate the second and third 
graders to participate. Once a month, the SODA 
leaders meet to plan their activity for the following 
week. 

SODA allows for the high school students to develop 
role-model relationships with the younger kids. The 
elementary school children seem to relate to the 
SODA leaders and form close bonds with them. 
SODA students frequently receive letters and pic¬ 
tures from the kids in their classes, not to mention 
lots of hugs. They find that second and third graders 
love prizes and are amazed by the smallest things. 

The SODA leaders are setting a positive example 
and helping shape the future. The lessons and 
values taught, such as setting priorities, making 
good decisions, and handling peer pressure, are 
lessons the elementary children will hopefully keep 
with them for the rest of their lives. The lessons the 
high school students learn from the younger chil¬ 
dren? Patience with a capital P!

Walton 
received his recommendation from Senator George Allen. Walton 
felt that West Point was the place where he could best envision 
himself serving his country. 


Andy Brown’s acceptance at Brown University will make 
Providence, Rhode Island, his home for the next four years. 

Andy’s decision to attend Brown, the prestigious Ivy League 
institution, was based on the college’s strong acedemic curriculum, 
study aboard and Honor’s Program.

MATH PROBLEM. How many total years 
experience does the math department have if 
the English department has 2 years less 
experience than the math, the science 
department has 5/7 the experience of math, 
special education has 5 less than 2/7 the 
experience of math, history has 2 years less 
than science, language has 20 years more 
experience than special ed, PE has 6 more 
years than twice science, business has 19 
years less than language, the art/music 
department has 10 less than math, and the 
rest of the staff has 13 more than twice the 
years experience of English? The combined 
years of experience of all of the RHS staff is 
434 years.

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' During the 2005 season, the Lady Raiders varsity 
softball team finished first in the Northern Neck Dis¬ 
trict, a first since 1998.

Marketing the yearbook was a 
top priority. Book sales increased 
60 percent. The addition of color 
made the yearbook more attractive 
to buyers. Diligent staff members 
sought out new advertisers and 
doubled the total ad sales income. 
Published by Jostens Publishing 
Company in Winston-Salem, North 
Carolina, the book had a press run 
of 245 copies, sold at $42 and $45 
depending on the purchase date. 
The 2005 budget was $12,156.94. 

In an attempt to give more coverage 
to school activities, ten pages were 
added. The book was 112 pages 
using 80 lb gloss paper. The cover 
color was Basin Street #767 with the 
title in Pat Rainbow Glaze Foil #363 
and Silver #329. The endsheets 
were Cool Blue #644. 

The yearbook, created using 
PageMaker 6.5, Photoshop 8.0 and 
Jostens YearTech software, has a 
more contemporary layout design. 
Some missing capital letters and 
punctuation are part of the new 
typographical design. The staff 
worked hard to produce 
a publication of high quality.
